The lime is-iinw al hand tliat these 
breeders uf luiacbief should bo de- 
stroyed, if planlnra wish lo have nice 
clean crops, hen Iroin worm oaten 
plants. 

The cheapest plan that 1 know of 
10 obtain such a refuli as this is the 
free use of Cobalt in tlie blossom of 
the "jinisun weeds," which are now 
nuineruus and in full bloom iu al- 
most every horse lot. 

My )iiai'iii:e is to take two spoons- 
ful of buney or sii;;ai', ono lourtb 
spoonful of C]balt, [lut iu a ^lea cup 
and fill with water, mix. well, and 
after sniiscl, with a Inaspnon put 
uboul two drops or more in every 
third or lourlh blossom lo bo scon ; 
the result will be that illcs in great 
nuinbera will be destroyed.

Tlio story of Uelle Boyd's life rea ls 
ike a loniaiicc, lioru in Virginlu ol 
gooil old cavalier stock, she bud bare- 
ly graduated and niade liei debnl iu 
U'uKliinyton society when the war 
eiinanencei!, and her fnlln'!', with sev- 
oial others of lier kimlicd, took iiji 
nriiis In llie t'oiif' ilernio cause. VVlicu 
(jell, liobert Pai(er.«un with his 
troops entered Muiliiisburg, her na- 
tive place, sh^was acting the part uf 
the niiiiisleriiig angel to the wounded 
in the 'improvised hospital. While 
engaged in. these dm ies many scraps 
of inlurmatino concerning tliu uiuve- 
ments of the Fudeial ur'iny came to 
lier.eai'R, and, thus it was tbal, with 
an iiiipRlkiveuess and ardor, due 
largely In lier.ynnth, slid entered uj>on 
till) task willi wliicli lier nanio became 
so proniineiillv iili'iililie^l.
